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U.S.  TRADE  m  LIVESTOCK.  MEAT. 
Aim  imAT  PRODUCTS  IN  I96O 

Hie  value  of  U.S.  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products,  including 
wool,  amounted  to  $669  million  in  i960.    The  level  was  I3  percent  below  the 
high  of  $765  million  in  1959.    Excluding  wool,  U.S.  imports  were  $^91  million 
in  i960  compared  with  $562  million  in  1959 . 

Cattle  and  beef  imports  in  i960,  amounting  to  nearly  $278  million,  accounted 
for  kl  percent  of  the  total.    U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat 
products  were  nearly  $350  million,  or  3  percent  above  1959  and  32  jercent 
above  the  I95I-55  average,  but  still  failed  to  reach  the  I957  peak  of  $38^1- 
million . 

Continued  high  exports  in  i960  resulted  from  increased  U.S.  supplies  and 
continued  liberalization  of  import  restrictions  in  several  U.S.  export  markets. 
Slight  increases  were  noted  in  the  export  of  hides  and  skins,  meat,  and  meat 
products.    However,  these  were  offset  by  slight  decreases  in  the  value  of 
exports  of  cattle,  tallow  and  greases,  casings,  and  mohair. 

During  I96I,  the  United  States  will  continue  to  be  an  important  exporter  and 
importer,  moving  large  quantities  of  byproducts  into  foreign  markets,  but 
bringing  in  less  meat  and  perhaps  fewer  feeder  cattle  than  during  i960. 

Beef  Imports  will  remain  significant  but  below  those  of  i960  as  domestic  beef 
production  continues  to  increase.    Imports  will  consist  largely  of  boneless 
beef  for  processing  because  of  the  continued  strong  demand  for  f rankfiirters , 
hamburgers,  and  other  processed  beef  products.    U.S.  imports  of  processing 
mutton  may  continue  to  decline  in  I96I  with  a  prospective  increase  in  U.S. 
production  of  lower  grade  beef. 

Prospects  are  good  for  continued  large  exports  of  variety  meats,  lard,  tallow 
and  greases,  cattle  hides  ajid  calf  skins  in  I96I.    lard  exports  may  decrease 
considerably  if  exports  to  Cuba  drop  sharply. 


EXPORTS 


Seventy  percent  of  the  I960  exports  consisted  of  3  categories — inedible  tallow 
and  greases,  lard,  and  hides  and  skins.    Inedible  tallow  accounted  for  33  per- 
cent of  the  total  export  value  of  all  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products, 
despite  the  exceptionally  low  prices  for  this  commodity.    The  quantity  of 
tallow  and  greases  marketed  abroad  in  I96O  was  17  percent  abcnre  the  year 
before . 

Japan,  Italy,  the  Netherlands,  and  West  Germany  took  59  percent  of  the  1,726 
million  pounds  of  tallow  and  greases  exported  during  i960,  compared  with  6I 
percent  of  the  total  1,488  million  pounds  in  1959 • 

lard. — During  I96O,  exports  rose  to  620  million  pounds,  or  3  percent  above  the 
previous  postwar  record  of  6oh  million  pounds  in  1959*  The  United  Kingdom  and 
Cuba  took  87  percent  of  the  i960  exports,  with  the  United  Kingdom  purchasing  a 
post^Tar  record  quantity  of  U.S.  lardj  shipments  to  Cuba  decreased  12  percent 
compared  with  the  1959  alltinie  high,  with  all  of  the  I96O  decline  occurring  in 
the  last  few  months  of  the  year. 

Lard  saJ-es  to  most  other  countries  followed  a  downward  trend,  like  sales  to 
Cuba.    The  decrease  is  attributed  to  greater  competition  from  domestic 
supplies  in  other  lard  supplying  countries,  and  the  trend  toward  increased  use 
of  competitive  products. 

Hides  ajid  Skins. — Hide  and  skin  exports  during  i960  reversed  the  downward 
trend  of  the  past  two  years,  and  rose  kk  percent  in  volume  over  1959.  This 
increase,  however,  reflected  only  a  22  percent  rise  in  value.    High  exports 
during  i960  were  attributed  to  heavier  domestic  cattle  slaughter. 

Japan  continued  to  be  the  most  important  export  outlet  for  cattle  and  calf 
skins,  and  Canada  for  sheep  and  lamb  skins. 

Variety  ^feats. — ^Exports  continued  to  rise  to  121  million  pounds  in  i960 
compared  with  9I  million  in  1959^  an  increase  of  33  percent.    In  i960  larger 
U.S.  supplies  and  the  removal  or  reduction  of  trade  barriers  stimulated  higher 
exports.    Most  of  the  increase  went  to  the  Iftiited  Kingdom.    The  Ifoited 
Kingdom,  West  Germany,  and  the  Netherlands  took  80  percent  of  total  i960 
variety  meat  exports,  even  thoiigh  exports  to  the  Netherlands  decreased 
slightly.    U.S.  exports  to  France  also  rose  in  i960  as  France  removed  some 
trade  restrictions  on  these  products. 

^^i^ —  Mohair  exports  dropped  27  percent  during  i960  to  I3.5  million  pounds 
compared  with  the  I959  record  of  18. 6  million  pounds.    Although  exports  were 
smaller  in  i960,  the  United  Kingdom  remained  by  far  the  most  important  outlet, 
with  the  Netherlands  second.    Lower  imports  reflected  high  stocks  and  reduced 
demand. 

Rattle  Cattle  exports  during  i960  were  32,200  head  compared  with  50,700  head 

in  1959,  the  largest  since  I925.  ffexico,  Canada,  Venezuela,  and  Cuba  were  the 
most  important  markets  in  that  order.  Exports  to  Canada  were  relatively  small 
compared  with  the  high  number  in  I959.    Ttie  large  movement  into  Canada  in  1959 


was  attributed  to  relatively  high  prices  for  fat  cattle  in  Canada  during  that 
year. 

Red  meat  export  sales  during  i960  ^rere  $36.3  million  compared  with  $35*9  iii 
1959.  Total  pork  shipnents  in  I960  were  valued  at  $20.9  million,  with  beef 
and  veal  at  $11.6  million.  Shipments  of  fresh  and  frozen  pork  during  I960 
totaled  22.5  million  po-'onds  by  volume,  with  bacon  totaling  Ik, 2  million  and 
hams  and  shoulders  I3.8  million  pounds.  Cuba,  Canada,  and  Mexico  were  among 
the  leading  pork  outlets.  Most  of  the  increase  during  I960  -^-ras  in  beef,  as 
domestic  production  rose  and  prices  declined. 

Exports  of  pork  were  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    Larger  shipnents  to 
Canada  after  the  VE  (vesicular  exanthema)  ban  had  been  removed  were  offset  by 
decreases  to  Cuba  and  some  other  countries.    Exports  to  Cuba  dropped 
substantially  l^ite  in  the  year  as  Cuba's  foreign  exchange  supply  fell  sharply. 

IMPORTS 

U.S.  red  meat  imports  during  i960  totaled  73^  million  poxmds  or  23  percent 
below  the  1959  record  of  9^3  million  pounds.    They  were  valued  at  $351  million 
compared  with  $380  million  in  1959- 

Boneless  beef  accounted  for  52  percent  of  total  red  meat  imports  compared  with 
it-9  percent  in  1959*    Australia,  the  largest  supplier  of  boneless  beef,  shipped 
1^1-2  million  poimds  to  the  Ifriited  States  in  I96O,  with  New  Zealand  second  with 
116  million  pounds.    Ireland  was  third  with  almost  kk  million  pounds.    These  3 
countries  were  also  the  largest  suppliers  during  1959 •    However,  their  1959 
shipnents  to  the  Ifriited  States  were  considerably  larger  than  in  i960. 

Argentina,  Brazil,  and  Uruguay,  formerly  large  suppliers  of  lightly  salted 
beef  including  other  meats,  canned,  prepared  or  preserved,  did  not  ship  this 
product  to  the  lAiited  States  during  I960  because  of  the  quarantine  effective 
in  iNfeiy  1959  against  imports  from  any  country  having  foot-and^nouth  disease. 
Previous  to  ffe,y  1959,  Imports  of  lightly  cured  and  salted  boneless  beef  from 
infected  countries  had  been  pemitted  to  enter  the  Iftiited  States .  Argentina 
continued  to  supply  most  of  the  canned  beef,  supplying  46.9  million  pounds 
compared  with  56.5  million  in  195 9 • 

Cana^-a  furnished  practically  all  of  the  38.4  million  pounds  of  fresh  pork 
received  in  i960.    The  Netherlands,  Denmark,  and  Poland  shipped  all  but  a 
small  quantity  of  the  II8.5  million  pounds  of  hams,  shoulders,  and  bacon 
imported,  the  totaJL  of  which  was  9  percent  above  the  IO8.8  million  pounds  in 
1959. 

Mitton . — ^i^tton  imports  totaled  37  million  pounds  during  I960  compared  with  k'J 
million  during  1959*    Eighty-six  percent  of  the  mutton  came  from  Australia, 
and  the  relatively  heavy  imports  resulted  from  strong  demand  for  boneless 
frozen  mutton  as  a  substitute  for  low  grade  beef  in  frankfuorters  and  similar 
products . 

Castors. — Imports  increased  slightly  to  nearly  I6  million  pounds  in  I960 
compared  with  I5  million  in  1959*    Canada,  Denmark,  and  Argentina  were  the 
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largest  suppliers.    Australia  and  Belgium-Luxeiabourg  also  contrilDuted  rather 
substajitial  amounts. 

Wool. — Imports  during  I960  were  valued  at  $178  million  comjiared  with  $20^4- 
million  in  1959.    Carpet  wool  accounted  for  63  percent,  with  apparel  wool 
making  up  the  remainder.    New  Zealand,  Argentina,  and  Australia  supplied  59 
percent  of  total  U.S.  wool  imports. 

Nearly  all  of  the  carpet  wool  used  in  the  United  States  and  ahout  hali*  of  the 
apparel  wool  are  imported.    In  terms  of  volume,  wool  imports  during  i960 
totaled  228  million  pounds  compared  with  292  million  in  1959  •    '-^ith  a 
leveling  off  of  wool  consumption  and  higher  wool  stocks,  imports  were  lower 
in  i960.    Duty-free  caorpet  wool  Imports  were  down  to  15^  million  pounds  in 
i960  compared  with  I92  million  pounds  in  1959.    Apparel  wool  imports  were 
down  to  a  little  above  7^  million  pounds  compared  with  slightly  over  100 
million  pounds  in  1959' 

Cattle.— Imports  dropped  in  i960  to  663,000  head  from  709,000  in  1959,  ^jnd 
1,152,755  in  1958.    I^xico  and  Canada  supplied  nearly  all  of  the  i960  cattle 
Imports. 

Large  imports  of  cattle  have  resulted  from  favorable  cattle  prices  and  the 
strong  demand  for  feeder  cattle  in  the  United  States.    IJumbers  on  farms  in 
Canada  are  rising,  as  in  the  lAiited  States,  and  imports  from  Caimda  will 
largely  depend  upon  relative  prices  of  cattle  in  the  2  countries. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  I96I,  imports  from  Canada  were  we2J.  below  a  year 
earlier.    However,  during  the  past  few  months  U.S.  Imports  of  feeder  steers 
from  r/fexico  have  been  larger  because  of  favorable  U.S.  prices  and  drought  in 
some  sections  of  northern  Jfexico. 

Hides  and  Skins. — Imports  decreased  20  percent  in  i960,  totaling  $65  million 
compared  with  $8l  million  in  1959 .    Over  ^3  i^rcent  of  total  imports  were 
sheep  and  lamb  skins,  and  3^  percent  were  goat  and  kid  skins.    New  Zealand 
supplied  over  half  of  the  sheep  and  lamb  skins.    The  goat  and  kid  skins  came 
from  various  countries  including,  in  order  of  importance,  India,  Nigeria 
and  British  Cameroons,  Pakistan,  British  East  Africa,  and  Ethiopia. 
Considerably  lower  prices  for  bovine  hides  and  skins  in  the  tfeiited  States 
attracted  smaJJLer  quantities  of  this  species  in  i960.
